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- 1 Upper Lake. On the shores of this lake is St. Kevin’s 
\ Bed, the retreat of St. Caoimhghen, the legend of which 
; has been embodied by Moore in his immortal poem. 

■ Glendalough is rich in associations of the early days of 
: Christianity. The Upper Lake is nearly a mile long, and 
l less than a quarter of a mile wide, offering many excellent 
J views to the tourist. 
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
